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In  1932,  the  Right  Reverend  Richard  Nagle,  Pastor 
of  Immaculate  Conception  Parish  of  Malden  and 
Medford,  wrote  to  Brother  Osmond,  C.F.X.,  Provincial 
of  the  Xaverian  Brothers,  requesting  Brothers  to  teach  in 
the  new  Boy’s  Catholic  High  School  he  was  establishing  to 
complement  the  work  already  begun  by  the  School  Sisters 
of  Notre  Dame  in  the  grammar  school  and  girls’  high  school. 
In  response  to  this  request,  two  first  year  classes  were 
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opened,  and  in  1936,  the  first  commencement  exercises  were 
held.  Over  a  thirty-five  year  period  Boy’s  Catholic  High 
School  (or  “Malden  Catholic”  as  it  was  called)  established 
a  reputation  for  excellence  in  academics  and  athletics.  The 
success  of  the  small  school  on  Highland  Avenue  can  be 
attributed  the  dedication  of  the  Xaverian  Brothers  and  the 
lay  teachers,  the  support  of  loving  and  sacrificing  parents 
and  the  efforts  of  the  students  themselves.  When  the  parish 


school  closed  its  doors  in  1968,  its  principal,  Brother 
Robertus,  was  the  seventh  successor  of  the  school’s  first 
principal,  Brother  Gilbert. 

Malden  Catholic  High  School  was  rededicated 
in  response  to  a  request  by  Richard  Cardinal 
Cushing,  Archbishop  of  Boston,  that  the 
Xaverian  Brothers  establish  this  larger,  regional  high  school 
to  expand  the  mission  that  the  Brothers  had  begun  in  1932. 


On  August  22,  1968,  the  new  Malden  Catholic  high  School, 
located  at  its  present  site  on  Crystal  Street,  was  opened  by 
the  Xaverian  Brothers  of  the  St.  Joseph  Province.  This  new 
facility  with  thirty  classrooms  would  provided  for  excellence 
in  a  college  preparatory  curriculum. 

From  1932  to  the  present  day,  Malden  Catholic 
High  School  continues  its  values  and  traditions 
as  a  Catholic  college  preparatory  high  school.

“It  helped  the  seniors  become 
concious  of  their  role  as  leaders  and 
develop  their  leadership  skills,”  said 
Ms.  Patricia  Grondin,  an  organizer  of 
the  institute. 

At  Endicott,  student  and  teachers 
lived  in  townhouses  in  groups  of 
about  eight.  From  Aug.  14  to  18,  stu¬ 
dents  participated  in  activities  de¬ 
signed  to  build  class  unity  and  teach 


leadership  skills. 

Students  split  into  small  groups 
where  they  designed  posters,  tried 
to  solve  a  murder  mystery,  and 
talked  about  drugs  and  alcohol. 
Students  also  designed  collages 
representing  themselves.
